1. WE AGREE WITH POSITION TAKEN BY US ECONAD (REFTEL) 

THAT CONSULTATIONS WITH NATO ECONADS ON BASKET II 
DURING EASTER RECESS DO NOT SEEM NEEDED. BASKET II 
NATO CAUCUS CURRENTLY MEETS WEEKLY ON GENERAL ISSUES 
AND ALMOST DAILY ON INDIVIDUAL SUBCOMMITTEE QUESTIONS. 
INFORMAL SOUNDING OF OTHER NATO DELS REVEALS SIMILAR 
VIEW THAT ADDITIONAL CONSULTATIONS AT BRUSSELS ON 
COMMITTEE II MATTERS SEEM UNNECESSARY. NEVERTHELESS, 

WE WOULD NOT OBJECT TO ECONADS CONSULTATIONS IF THIS 

IS THE GENERAL DESIRE. 

2. WE HAVE HEARD SUGGESTIONS IN THE CORRIDORS THAT 
SOME FORM OF CONSULTATIONS ON GENERAL SUBJECTS (TIMING 
AND LEVEL OF THIRD PHASE; FOLLOW-UP; MAJOR TRADE-OFFS) 
MIGHT BE DESIRABLE AT NATO DURING EASTER RECESS, 
FOLLOWING EC-NINE CONSULTATIONS APRIL 17-18. POSSIBLE 
DATES WOULD BE APRIL 19 OR 22. WE WOULD PLAN TO MAKE 
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OUR OWN RECOMMENDATIONS ON NEED FOR SUCH CONSULTATIONS 
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JUST BEFORE EASTER RECESS, ON BASIS OF STATUS OF 
NEGOTIATIONS AT THAT TIME.
